had; and hence perceiving the unduene(s of 
their own Baptiſm 1n theis infancy , are cafily 
brought to believe the undueneſs of the Baptiſin 
of Infants in the general: And it is true,there are 
ſome other things ( the irregularity of which 
as I ſhall not deny, ſo their refutation comes not 
within the compaſs of my preſent butlineſs ) 
appertaining to the adminiſtration of Baptiſm 
to Infants, as by ſome. it is adminiſtred-, that 
gve a like advantage fo the ſucceſs of the opi- 
non and praGice here oppoled.

Now before I return a dire& Anſwer to this

zirual good , muſt-needs be underftiood of that 
good it did in the letter and outward face of the 
words intend 3 and: for the antecedent, that I 
fuppoſe will be denied; viz. that that pronife 
of Canaan did,according to a more inward ſcnce 
of the Holy Ghoſt,intchd and point to a ſpiritual 
good but this 15 {o evident, that it doth indeed 
admit of no contradiction, from-thoſe who will 
not 'profcfiedly. fet themſelves to oppoſe the 
Scriptures : See Heb. x1.9, 10. He looked for 
a City , whoſe Maker and Builder 5s God. By 
what warrant did he look for this City ? Doubt- 
tes by the warrant of this Promiſe of the Land 
of Canaan; but for this fee Mr. Carter, in his 
Abraham's Covenant opened , page 23, 43. Sce 
alſo Mr. Tembr his Exercitation, page 2. - Now 
then both parts of the Prolſyllogiſm-being true, 
it will undeniably follow, that this Covenant, as 
made with Abraham and his natural ſced, was a 
Covenant of Grace, or did coniifi of ſpiritual 
Promiſes; and in particular, that that Promiſe, 
wherein God ingaged himſclt to be a God to 
Abrabam and his Seed, was a Promiſe of ſaving 
Grace, -.

his ſence and mcaning in them to be divers , as 
made to one, from what it is as made to another, 
and this Promiſe in particular be made in the 
ſame words, terms and expreſiions to Abraham's 
natural Secd , that it is as made to his myttical 
Sced , and God hath.no where or no way decla- 
red his ſence and. meaning in it, as made to his 
natural Seed, to be divers from what it is, as 
made to his myſtical Seed , then it muſt needs 
intend and fignihe. one and the ſame good, as 
made tothe one; that it doth as made to the 
other,and conlequentl]y it figaifying and intend- 
ing a fpiritual good, as made .to his mytlical 
Seed , mult needs intend a ſpiritual good as 
made. to his natural Seed: But the former 
1s true , therefore the latter, That the Pro- 
miſc was made to Abravam's whole Seed, , whe- 
ther natural, taking that phraſe in the ſenſe be- 
$ore opened, os myſtical, hath been ſufficiently 
v0 proved 
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proved already 3*and that it did intend a ſpiri- * 
tnal good, or was a promiſe of ſaving Grace, as 


madc to his myſtical Seed, is riot denied by our 


Oppolers. Now let'it be cither ſhewed whiere. 
or by, what way Ged hath declared his ſence 


and meaning init, as it was made to Abraham's 


natural Seed, to be diverſe from what it is, as.

Objef, But here it is obje&ed , That to have 
Circumcifhon a Seal of the Righteouſnefs of 
Faith, was a priviledge peculiar to Abraham the 
Father of the faithful, and.was not of that uſe, 
nor appointed for that end,to all to whom it was 
rightfully applycd : therefore it is ſaid, He re- 
ceived the ſign of Circamciſion, a ſeal of the righ- 
zeouſne;s of faith , that he might be the Father of 
all that believe, And hence it may ſecm, that he 
receiving Circumciſion under that notion and 
conlideration,upon a reaſon and ground peculiar 
and 
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and proper to himſelt, the priviledge was pecu- 
liar'and proper to him, and not common to any 
other with him, there not being the {ame reaſon 
aud; ground of their receiving of it under the 
ſame notion and confideration. 


To that I anſwer two things. _ 

Firſt , Thoſe words, That he might be the 
Father of all them that believe , depend not only 
upon , the words immediately foregoing, but 
upan the tenth verſe taken in-conjundion with 
the former part of v. x11. he did not only receive 
Circumciſion as a Seal, that he might be the 
Father of all them that belicye, but he both had 
righteouſneſs imputed to him while in uncir - 
cumciſion , and alſo received the Sign of Cir- 
cumcifion as a Seal, that he might be the Father 
of them that ſhould believe, whether circumci- 
fed or uncircumciſed ; So that he did not re- 
ceive Circumciſion, as a Seal of the righteouſneſs

per to himſelf; And conſequently , upon the
